Named after former State Representative 
Elmer Tarbox, the Tarbox Parkinson’s Dis- 
ease Institute supports educational pro- 
grams, clinical activities and research associ- 
ated with the diagnosis and etiology of Par- 
kinson’s Disease and related neurological 
disorders. 


Tarbox Fellowship programs fund predoc- 
toral, postdoctoral and medical student re- 
search. Awards permit TTUHSC students to 
conduct research in a faculty member's lab- 
oratory.
